JAIL HIS PROSPECT | 


FOR FAILURE 10 
PAY A JUDGMENT 


East St. Louisan Lost Damage 
Suit Brought by Watchman 
| Hurt by Auto. 


Per cy Clement, 21 years old, of East 
St. Louis, faces the prospect of a six- 
months’ term of imprisonment in the 
Bellevill pail bcause of his failur to sat- 
isfy a judgment of $6000 obtained against 
him by John Springer, a night watch- 
man, who was knocked down and in- 
jured by an automobile last March. 

Clement was arrested last night at the 
home of his grandfather, A. E. Meints, 
a wealthy retired grocer, Ninth street 
and Ohio avenue, East St. Louis. He 
spent the night in the East St. Louis 
jail. 

In Grandfather’s Auto. 

Clement, in his grandfather's automo- 
bile, ran down Springer, Mafch 28 last. 
Koth of Springer’s legs were broken. 
Under the Illinois law a person against 
whom a judgment has been obtained 
can be put in jail if he fails or refuses 
to pay it, provided that evidence shown 
at the damage trial] indicated that he 
was violating a criminal law when. the 
camage was done. Several persons 
have been placed in the Belleville jail 
in the last few years in accordance 
with this law. 


Springer, at the damage trial, intro- 
duced evidence to show that Clement 
was violating the automobile _ traffic 
laws when Clement ran him down. 

Board at 50 Cents a Day. 

If Clement & put in the Belleville 
Jail, Springer will have to pay the coun- 
ty 50 cents a day for Clement’s board. 
He must pay a weur's board in ad- 
vance. 

While the law deeties that each 
day’s imprisonment shall take off only 
50 cents of the judgment, it also says 
that no person may be kept a pwipaes 
more than six months. 

The Sheriff's office at Belleville was 
notified that Clemens would be taken 
there this afternoon to appear before 
the County Court. This hearing will de- 
termine whether he must go to jail for 
six months. Springer has asked that 
Clement be imprisoned.

interest, with a present estimated 
value of $1,000,090, in his estate, 
which interest, still a contingent one, 
she left to Washington University in 
her will, filed yesterday. This has 
developed from a careful examina- 
tion of Mrs. McMillan’s will, in con- 
nection with the will of her :hus- 
band. 

“ William K. Bixby, 
together with the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., as trustee of Mrs. McMil- 
lan’s estate, began an inventory this 
morning together with officials of 
the company. 

As stated in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, the practical effect of Mrs. Me- 
Millan’s will is that, if her only son, 
William Northrup McMillan, died child- 
less, the university will receive the in- 
terest that a direct heir would other- 
wise have received. However, Mrs. Mc- 
Millan’s will says nothing about the 
contingency of her son’s death without 
issue. That possibility is covered in the 
will of William McMillan. 

Nephews Collateral Heirs. 

As explained by Bixby today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, the will of Wil- 
liam McMillan left his wife and son a 
life interest in his estate, and provided 
that, if the son should die without is- 
Sue, the estate should pass to McMil- 
lan’s nephews, the children of James 
and Hugh McMillan. James McMillan 
was a former United States Senato- 
from Michigan. 

William Northrup MeMillan, the son, 
is 45 years old, and while childless has 
still such an expectancy of life that 
the interest of the collateral heirs would 
te of speculative value. I[t was still 
more so aft the time, several years ago, 
when Mrs. McMillan and her son neégo- 
tiated with the collateral heirs for their 
interest, 

Four of the collateral heirs dispoaaa 
of one-half of their interest, and one 
sold. one-fourth, to Mrs. McMillan. As 
stated in her will, those from whom Mrs. 
McMillan bought one-half their interest 
were Maurice B. McMillan, Frank Mc- 
Millan, Mrs. Amy McMillan Harrington 
and Grace McMillan Jarvis Gibson. Alice 
McMillan Warfield sold one- verre of 
her interest. 

The consideration in these sales was 
not made known. Two of those named, 
Maurice McMillan and Mrs. Gibson, were 
named as beneficiaries in Mrs. McMil- 
lan’s will, Mrs. Gibson receiving $500) 
and Maurice McMillan receiving a con- 
tingent bequest of $50,000, which will re- 
vert to Washington University if he dies 
childless. 

Gave Widow a Free Hand. 

By buying the interests of these col- 
lateral heirs, Mrs. McMillan was en- 
abled to proceed, without restriction, 
to dispose of a large share of her hus- 
band’s estate, subject only to the pos- 
sibility that her son might have an heir. 
The language of the will showed that 
she deemed this unlikely. 

The bequests which she made for an- 
nuities to various persons, a total >f 
$65,820 a year, are not of a contingént 
nature, and are payable from her per- 
sonal estate. One of these bequests was 
for the payment of $260 a month to the 
Rev, W. J. McKittrick, retired pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church, and 
tc Mrs. McKietrick if she shall survive 
him. 

The gifts to the university for an eye, 
ear, nose and throat hospital and for 
sirls’ scholarships, and the gifts to 
Karnes Hospital, the Provident Asso- 
eiution, the Y. W. C. A. and the Art 
Museum, are contingent on William N. 
McMillan’s death without issue, and 
cannot be paid while he lives.

Circulators Had Barroom Loung- 
ers Write Signatures and Ad- 
dresses, It Is Alleged.

In checking the, parkway referendum 
petitions bearing 7215 names, clerks of 
the Election Board yesterday discovered 
many names had been sigved in hand- 
writing different from that which the 
voters placed in the registration books 
and one petition bearing 40 names 
showed 39 such signatures. 

The signatures were spelled cor- 
rectly and the address shown by the 
registration books were appended in ev- 
ery case. Election officials were warned 
in advance of the discoveries by poli- 
ticlans that some circulators had pro- 
cured copies of the official registration 
and then had groups of barroom loung- 
ers sign to the parkway petitions the 
names provided from the pol] books. 

Printed registration lists are furnishei 
upon request by the Election Board and 
while the parkway petitions were being 

cirenlated many of these lists were ap- 
plied for and delivered. 

About 100 signatures were detected in 
the first day of checking, that appeared 
to have been signed by someone other 
than those voters who signed the regis- 
tration books. These names will be pre- 
sented to the Election Board today, and 
the Board will act*upon each challenged 
name by resolution. 

Petitions Must Have 3014 Signatures. 

Unless the pending petitions bear 3011 
genuine signatures of qualinied signers, 
which is 2 per cent of the registered 
voters at the last mayoralty election, the 
parkway commission ordinance will not 
be suspended. If the petition bears 2 per 
cent of the registration when checked, 
the parkway opponents will have 0 days 
in which to file a supplementary peti- 
tion, If the total of both petitions ex- 
ceeds 7 per cent, or 10,549 names, the 
ordinance approved last December must 
be submitted to a popular referendum at 
the next regular election, ii: November, 
3916. If the total of signatures exceed- 
ed 12 per cent, or 18,084 names, the ordi- 
nance would have to be submitted at a 
special election to be held within 90 days 
of the date on which the Election Board 
certified the result of its vheck. 

The Municipal Assembly may by ordi- 
nance authorize the submission of the 
parkway ordinance at a special election, 
oven though the petitions filed required 
only submission at a regular election. 

Mayor Opposed to Delay. 

Mayor Kiel'is opposed to having the 
ordinance + magn for nearly 
years by petition, and if the parkway 
opponents file a 7-per-cent petition he 
will convoke the first Mayor's “town 
hall conference’’ to consider steps to 
avoid delay. The conference consists of 
i, delegate from any civic organization, 
except political bodies, that registers the 
name of its delegate with the Mayor. 

It is the Mayor's plan to uppeal to the 
Assembly to call a special election in 
such an event, to hasten action, or to 
sather enough additional signatures, 1f 
legal to make a special election com- 
pulsory under the charter provision.

The object of such provisiéna is 
restriction, not selection. ba 
If the people of this countrv Mave 
made up their minds to limit™“the 
number of immigrants by arbifrary 
tests and so reverse the polic¥ SF all 
the generations o: Americans™that 
have gone before them, it is their 
right to do so. I am their servant 
and have no license to stand in their 
way. But I do not believe that they 
have. I respectfully submit that no 
one can quote their mandate to that 
effect. Has any political party ever 
avowed a poliay of restriction in 
this fundamental matter gone to the 
country on it and been commissioned 
to Control its legislation? Does this bill 
rest on the conscience and universal! 
consent and desire of the American 
people? I doubt it. It is because I 
doubt it that I make bold to dissent 
from it. I am willing to abide by 
the verdict, but not until it has been 
rendered. Let the platforms of par- 
ties speak out upon this policy and 
the people pronounce their wish. The 
matter is too fupdamental to be set- 
tled otherwise. 

I have no pride of opinion on 
this question. I am not foolish 
enough to profess to know the 
wishes and ideals of America 
better than the body of her 
chosen representatives know 
them. I only want instruction di- 
rect from those whose fortunes 
with ours and all men’s are in- 
volved. 

Wants Bill Repassed,. 

Other business in the House was 
suspended while the President's veto 
message was read. Speaker Clar!: 
conferred at once with Representa- 
tives Burnett and Sabath, who had 
been leaders in the work on the bill. 
Burnett wanted an arrangement to 
bring the veto up for a vote on re- 
passage a week from tomorrow; Sa- 
bath wanted it to come up next 
Tuesday.

The veto will not come 
before the Senate until it has been act- 
ed on in the House, 
Literacy Test Provisien. 

The much disputed literacy test would 
provide that “all aliens over 16 years 
ol age, sooty oe i capable of reading, 


on some other language or dialect, in- 
cluding Hebrew or Yiddish, shall be 
excluded from the United States.’’ 

Exempted, however, are those who 
prove they emigrated to escape religious 
persecution and any admissible alien 
might bring in his father or grand- 
father over 55, his wife, mother, grand- 
mother or unmarried or widowed daugh- 
ter who cannot read. 

Aside from various other restrictions 
the bill proposes that any immigrant 
who advocates destruction of property 
Gr resistance to law and order—in short, 
revolutionary tendencies—might be de- 
barred or deported within five years of 
his admission. To that feature opposi- 
tion, no less determined than that to 
the literacy test, was conducted by 
those who contended it would bar men 
who struggled to throw off the yoke 
of despotic governments. 

Despite the President’s known opposi- 
tion to the iiteracy test, the Senate 
passed the bill 8 to 7, although 39 
Senators were absent or not voting. 

The bill, originating in the House, 
passed there 252 to 126, one vote short 
cf two-thirds. Fifty-five representatives, 
however, did not vote. When it came 
to final passage, however, on agreement 
on disputed amendments, the House 
vote was 227 to 94, with 10° not voting. 

Senator Martine’s motion to strike out 
the literacy test was defeated, 47 to 12.

T0 MEET MINERS 
OFFICIALS TODAY 


He Will Discuss Conditions in 
Colorado That Brought on 
Coal Strike. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2%.—At a confer- 
ence today John D. Rockefeller Jr. ex- 
pects to meet three representatives of 
the mine workers employed by the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Co., of which he is 
e, director, with a view of reaching a 
better understanding between employer 
and employes in the Colorado district. 

The miners’ representatives with 
whom Rockefeller will consult are 
Frank J. Hayes, vice-president of the 
United Mine Workers of America: John 
R. Lawson, international executive 
board member of the United Mine 
Workers of America, and Edward L. 
Doyle, secretary of District No. 15 of 
the same organization. 

The conference will be held in Rocke- 
felier’s office, where he received 
“Mother” Jones yesterday at the con- 
clusion of his testimony before the Fed- 
eral Commission on Industrial Rela- 
tions. For two hours Rockefeller and 
the aged woman champion of the Colo- 
rado miners’ cause conferred together, 
after which newspaper men were admit- 
ted to the office and listened to Rocke- 
feller’s deacription of his talk with 
‘Mother’ Jones. 

Tella of Talk With “Mother” Jones. 

‘“y found Mrs. Jones a very clear- 
minded woman,” Rockefeller told the 
newspaper men. “On all of the points 
upon which she lai? stress throughout 
our conversation I assured her that, in 
principle, I quite agreed with her view. 

“T assured Mrs. Jones of my inten- 
tion to go to Colorado as soon as my 
engagements will permit and make 2 
further thorough personal inquiry .n 
the ground. While there T hope I shall 
have the opportunity to meet and talk 
freely with other men who took con- 
spicuous part in the strike of last year. 
In the meantime, I essured Mrs. Jones 
of my intention to do whatever lay 'n 
my power, consistently with the dutiés 
of a director and an owner, to bring 
about more harmonious relations and to 
insure more stable conditions of indus- 
trial peace. 

“She has been good enough to tell me 
that from listening to what I have said 
on the witness chair she has been per- 
suaded that her preconceived ideas 
about me personally have been quite 
wrong and that she had been for years 
misunderstanding and panache cas iecnasesectt in 
me.’ 

tockefeller’s talk with ‘‘Mother’’ 
Jones was in fulfillment of a promise he 
gave her early this week that he would 
talk with her in his own offices. The 
elderly labor leader and Rockefeller dis- 
cussed at length her experiences and 
the situation in Colorado. 

Talks With Reporters. 

Then Rockefeller set what is declared 
to be a precedent by inviting a group 
of newspaper men into his own office 
and talking freely with them of his con- 
ference with ‘‘Mother’’ Jones. 

Rockefeller, in his talk to the news- 
paper men, alluded to the miners dealing 
at whatever stores they pleased, and 
said he could not see why they should 
be prevented from so doing. 

Rockefeller ended his testimony be- 
fore the United States Commission on 
Industrial Relations yesterday by 
sketching in a general way the purposes 
of the Rockefeller Foundation and its 
methods of operation. He admitted there 
was an element of possible danger in 
a large foundation being able to im- 
part the views of the men behind them 
to younger generations through educa- 
tional institutions. 

‘He admitted also it was possible such 
foundation might exercise an influence 
upon the liberalism of the country, as 
was done in Germany, he said, by the 
militarists. The safeguard, he asserted, 
lies in the legislative bodies and the 
spirit of the American people.

Said He Had Made Mistake, 
Dr. Woodruff also testified that when 
Dr. Schisler wasS sSUMmoned before 
ticalth Commissioner Starkloff he 
stated that he had made a mistake and 
weuld throw himself on the mercy of 
the Health Commissioner. 
Dr. Schisler testifying in his own be- 
half said that he treated Miss Scheref 
fur a bilious attack on Jan. 2 and that 
there was no skin eruption until Jan. 5.

U.S. NAVY COULDNT 
STAND WAR STRAIN, 
ADMIRAL ASSERTS 


Department Organization Is In- 
adequate, Says President of 
Naval War College.

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—‘‘There can be 
no question that the existing organiza- 
tion of the Navy Department is inede- 
quate and would break down under the 
strain of war,’ Rear-Admiral Austin M. 


Knight, president of the Naval War Col- 
lege, told the Efficiency Society fia 
banquet here Monday night. 

“We have a navy, and a good one, but 
we will all agree that it must not only 
be good, but it must also be at its high- 
est point of efficiency, and this is not 
its present condition. 

“I do not hold that it is altogether 
inefficient, but I do think that it could 
be much better. Three. things we lack 
are: 

“1. Absolute harmony in 
branches of the fleet. 

“2 The absolutely necessary facilities 
for the care and preservation of the 
ships, such as dry docks and supporting 
ships. 

"8. We need a more efficient organiza- 
tion of the personnel. 

Blames Congress in. Part. 

“The responsibility for these condi- 
Lions comes home to all of us, for we 
have not always seen what was most 
needed for the navy. A large part of 
the blame rests with Congress, which 
has not followed out a certain fixed 
policy or insisted upon having what it 
most needed, often because of the cost, 
and on that point we must agree that, 
no matter how great the cost, efficiency 
is the measure of what we can afford 
to spend. 

“‘We can pass swiftly over the needs 
of the navy in regard to ships and the 
facilities for their constant repair, and 
readiness for use, and the change in 
the personnel, while important, should 
come later. The thing that is most 
radically wrong is the fact that the 
Navy’ Department takes no account of 
the relation of the navy to war. War is 
Cne thing for which no arrangement is 
inade. 

“There are seven bureaus in the de- 
partment and each has its clearly defined 
duties, but in all the rules for keeping 
these bureaus in order and defining 
their duties, not a word is said about 
keeping the navy in readiness for war, 
or of preparing plans for war, or of 
conducting war after it begins. 


all the 


Offense Is Now Demanded. 

“This would be amusing to a certain 
extent if there were not in it so many 
elements of tragedy. Thus, we have 
overlooked the fact that a larger exten- 
sion of policy demands a principle of 
offense—in relations to the Monroe Doc- 
trine, the Panama Canal, the Philippines 
and other matters which are at once 
of national and of international sig- 
nificance. 

‘To accomplish the end which we are 
all seeking, we need a policy broader 
and more far-reaching than any that 
has so far appeared, and it must also 
include our present policy. It must be 
« national policy, dealing with both the 
army and the navy, and bring the broad- 
est statesmanship as well as the high- 
est knowledge to bear upon the question 
of national defense. Its enunciation 
must come from the highest authority 
in the land, executive and legislative. 

“For the navy, this could be accom- 
plished by the creation in the Navy 
Department of a ‘Division of Strategv 
and Operations,’ preferably not coequal 
with the present bureaus, but standing 
Letween them and the Secretary. 

“It would correspond more or less 
losely with the general staff of the 
ermy and the First Sea Lord of the 
British Admiralty, whose duties are 
clearly defined in the laws of the Brit- 
ish navy. I do not advocate a reor- 
ganization that will in any way reduce 
the authority of the Secretary. 

“I recommend after we have thus pro- 
vided for the care and use of both army 
and navy, that there should be a Com- 
mittee of National Defense, for the cre 
ation of which a bill is already before 
Congress. In such a council with the 
President at its head, we would have 
the last word in the co-ordination of na- 
tional resources for national defense. 


New Scouts and Destroyers. 


“In the composition and care of the 
navy we have been applying the policy 
of economy first. If we had followed 
the plans begun by the General Board 
we should have had building and built 
in 1914 47 battleships; instead, there are 
but 37, because that policy has not been 
followed. 

“We need scout ships, colliers and a 
swarm of destroyers. A fleet that enters 
a battle without fuel ships and scouts 
is crippled and blind. To send a fleet 
thus crippled and blind into hostile wa- 
ters is to invite destruction. 

“We myst look, too, for improvement 
in the personne! of the navy. I ask you 
to picture the effect of a condition where 
a young offiter, just graduating from 
the Naval Academy and full of the 
spirit of enthusiasm necessary for the 
uavy, finds himself confronted with the 
prospect of promotion to the grade of 
Lieutenant at the age of 65 years. We 
have not the officers and men with 
which to man our ships adequately. 
is serious enough, but much more serious 
is the fact that promotion of officers is 
80 completely blocked. 

One Obstacle to Efficiency. 

“That a young man graduating from 
the Naval Academy must look forward 
to spending all the best years of his life 
in the two lowest grades of the service, 
and to performing as a gray-headed man 
the same duties that he has performed 
as a boy, and to receiving but a smal, 
increase in salary—I need not point out 
tc vou the inevitable effect of this upon 
efficiency. 

“With these much-needed things con- 


sidered, the improvement of the person- 
nel of the navy, the increase in: the fa- 
cilities for care of the ships and the 
production of more of the unite that 
make up the whole ofan efficient navy. 
and with the creation of a Board of 
Strategy, such as I have suggested, we 
will be ready few that Council of Na- 
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tional Defense that will unite in co 
operation of all the forces of land and 
sea, for the defense of the country.”’ 

At the ciose of Admiral Knight's 
speech, Norman Hapgood, toastmaster, 
introduced Rear Admiral W. F. Ful- 
lam, head of the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. Admiral Fullam, by the use 
of many examples garnered from the 
various. wars of the nation, tried to 
prove the folly of the idea, suggested 
in many quarters, of defending the coun- 
try with’ an army and navy of untrained 
men. 

“We are unwilling to pay the cost of 
paintaining a trained army,” he said. 
“but we are willing to saddle ourselves 
with a huge pension list for nearly a 
century because of the lack of prepara- 
tion for war. We must approach war 
in a serious way, with men trained to 
the minute, and they must be ready, 
first, last and all the time.”

Wearers of Clothes Expected to 
¢ Draw Husbands and Broth- 
ers if Clothes Do Not. 


Men, whether interested in the general 
subject of women’s clothes er not, wi!! 
be enthusiastic spectators at the Coll- 
seum Fashion Show, according to Mrs. 
J. Harrison Steedman, chairman of the 
Models Committee. The show ig to be 
given the week of March 15, for the 
benefit of the St. Louis Maternity Hos- 
pital. 

Mrs. Steedman, talking to dressmakers 
and evomen's tailors at the City Club 
yesterday afternoon about the rules and 
requirements of the proposed show, 
said: 

“There are some persons who are not 
interested in the subject of women’s 
clothes. Particularly husbands. But I 
am sure’ that, whether they care about 
going to see women’s clothing or pot, 
they will go, not only .once, but again. 
to see the beautiful models who are go- 
ing to wear the clothes. I know my hus- 
band will.”’ 


Nin te Serve as Models. 
It has Seen announced that §8 society 


maids, matrons and debutantes wiil 
serve as models for the show. Their 
names have not yet been announced. 

Mrs. Steedman further told the cos- 
tumers that, after the opportunity which 
this show would give them, it would be 
their fault if any St. Louis woman, in 
future, should go to New York or else- 
where outside St. Louis for her clothes. 

“T buy my clothes in St. Louis,” she 
said, “and I know that the women who 
do not buy their clothes here would 
prefer to do so, if they thought they 
could do as well. The most common ob- 
fection is that, when you go to a St. 
Louis costumer, you are told what th: 
costumer can make, but you don’t see 1t. 
In New York you sée it. 

“If you who are in the costuming 
busipess can prove to St. Louis people, 
at this show, that you can give them 
what they want—and I believe you can 
—they will be glad to give you their 
future. If you fail, why, 
you fail, and I shail be very sorry.” 


Made-in-St. Louis Carnival. 
A man who is in the costuming busi- 


ness in a downtown office building 
questioned Mrs. Steedman. He said he 
brought some Paris model gowns here, 
and had to gell them outside the city, 
as he could not dispose of them here. 
Mrs. Steedman told him the reason 
must have been that the fact was not 
made known to those most interested. 
She turned this into an argument for 
participation in the ghow. 

The coming show, she sald, would 
surpass anything done in New York, 
and would follow directly the lines of 
the Dressmakers’ Fashion Show in 
Paris last summer. Mrs. Celeste Clark 
Thompson explained the terms of entry 
and competition. The costumers will 
be aided by the committee in selecting 
the most suitable models on whom to 
display their exhibits.

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MARRIED BANKER 
SUED FOR $50 000 
BY YOUNG WOMAN 


Breach of Promise to Wed Al- 
leged Against A. A. Cuneo 
of New York.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Andrew A. Cu- 

neo, an Italian banker, who last fall 


went into bankruptcy, owing $200,000, has 
been made defendant in a breach ot 
promise suit for $50,000 filed in the Su- 
preme Court by Miss Yvette de Vor, 
who was sent to Florence, Italy, several 
years ago by Cuneo to be fitted for 
the stage. 

Miss de Von says’ in her complaint 
that she met Cuneo in 1914, when she 
was 17 years old, and supporting her in- 
valid mother by posing for artists. The 
banker, she asserts gave her to under- 
stand he was single. 


Tells of Propesal. 
When she was in New Orleans, she 


asserts, Cuneo made her an offer oi 
marriage and their relationship became 
much closer. It was about this time 
that he told her she possessed much 
dramatic talent, and suggested that this 
could be developed best in Italy. 

Her mother having died, Miss De 
Von accepted the offer and, with money 
provided by Cuneo, she says, she went 
to Florence, where she became a pupil 
of Rizzi, a prominent actor then ap- 
pearing with Eleanora Duse, ‘She re- 
mained a year. 

Miss De Von says she recently 
learned that her admirer has a wife 
in Scardale. 

Mrs. Joan Newton Cuneo, the wife, 
has been called the most expert and 
daring woman automobile driver in 
this country. Until the A. A. A. Con- 
test Board barred women from speed 
contests in 1910 she took part in many 
races. In 1909 at New Orleans she de- 
feated Lewis Stanage and other experts. 
Once she drove a car at the rate of 112 
miles an hour. 

Miss De Von is also suing Cuneo for 
$3000 she says she gave into his care. 
She says that some months ago after 
she had broken with him he induced 
her, through a friend, to part with 1000 
love letters he had written. She re- 
ceived $8000 and gave him a release. 
She then made up with Cuneo and he 
got the money back, she avers.

BILL THAT WOULD 


PAY NEWSPAPERS - 
$200,000 OPPOSED 


Measure Providing for Printing 
of Summary of New Laws 
Denounced as ‘’Grab.”’

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 28.—Opposi- 
tion began developing last night within 
eight hours after the Missouri Press 
Association, which is maintaining a 
lobby at the capital, caused to be intro- 
duced in the House its bill to take from 
the State Treasury more than §200,000 
every two years for the benefit of the 
.favored political newspapers of the 
State. 

The bill, which was declared b@ many 
to be the most extensive grab measure 
éver introduced in the Legislature, was 


hotel lobbies and in the capitol. 

The measure provides for the publica- 
tion in one newspaper in each county in 
the! State of a summary of each law 
eracted by the Legislature. In payment 
each newspaper would receive $1 an 
inch, or about $20 a column. 

The newspapers are to be chosen by 
the Secretary of State, who now chooses 
Gne newspaper in which to publish the 
constitutional amendments and_initia- 
tive and referendum propositions at a 
cost to the State of nearly $75,000 each 
two years. 

Bill Indorsed by Association, 

In addition to this, the bill provides 


that any other newspaper which has 
teen published for five consecutive 
years, may publish the synopsis of the 
laws and receive $100 for the publica- 
tion. 

The proposed law was framed by a 
committee appointed by tHe Missouri 
Fress Association at its meeting in St. 
Leuis In November. The members at 
the meeting endorsed the idea, and in 
addition to selecting the committee to 
frame the bill, appointed a legislative 
committce to urge its passage before 
the Legislature. 

Within a few days after the Legisla- 
ture convened Pleas L. Lyles, editor of 
the Eminence Current Wave of Emmi- 
1ence, Shannon County, appeared in 
Jefferson City. -He signed the ‘‘register 


which the 
signed by 
every person employed for compensa- 
tion to urge or oppose legislation. 
Lyles is capable and engaging. He 
Was a member of the House from Shan- 
non County for eight years. and two 
years ago was elected Speaker pro tem, 
a position which usually goes to one of 
the strongest and most popular members 
of the House... He has a wide acquaint- 
ance with members of the Legislature. 
The cost to the State of the proposed 
publication cannot be fixed exactly, and 
can only be estimated from a knowledge 
of the legal rate for such printing, the 
number of newspapers in the State and 
a knowledge of the enormous amounts 
which have been paid for publishing the 
constitutional amenéments. 


Bill for $70,359 Now =a 
The Legislature now has pending be- 


fore it a deficiency appropriation bill to 
pay country newspapers of Missouri 
and a morning Democratic newspaper 
in. St. Louis $70,359.30 for printing the 
constitutional amendments before the 
last general election, or $611.82 each for 
115 newspapers. These newspapers ob- 
tained the type for the publication at a 
cost of less than $10 each. 

The cost of publishing the ,constitu- 
tional amendments two years ago was 
$28,150.96, or approximately $244 for each 
paper. Four years ago it was $26,979, 
or $234.60 for each of the papers. 

There are 966 newspapers published in 
Missouri. Of these, 213 are trade pa- 
pers, which probably would not come 
under the proposed law, leaving 753 pa- 
pers which could take advantage of it. 
Of these, the Secretary of State would 
be authofized to select 115, one in each 
county, and one in the city of St. Louls, 
to publish the synopsis of each law at 
regular legal rate, which is $1 an inch. 
This would leave 638 paperg, nearly all 
of which would be permitted under the 
jaw to publish the matter for $100 each. 

If the matter to be published amounted 
to 100 columns, as several country ed- 
itors familiar with legislative affairs, 
suggested it easily could, the cost for 
the 115 papers would be $230,000. If the 
other 638 printed it at $100 each, an ad- 
ditional $63,800 would be added, making 
the total cost $293,000... If the total 
amount of space use4 was only 50 col- 
umns, the total cost would be $178,400, 

Each Legislature passes from 250 to 
300 bills. Some of these probably could 
be summarized in a few lines, but 
many of them would require a column 
or more to explain with sufficient detail 
any real idea ef their contents. 

Blanton Explains Bill, 

H. J. Blanton, one of the editors of 
the Paris Appeal, and Secretary of the 
State Board of Pardons and Paroles, 
which requires his residence in Jeffer- 
son City, where the Legislature meets, 
assisted as Secretary of the State Press 
Association in the preparation of the 
bill. Blanton said last night that the 
synopsis need not be tong. He said the 
reason for desiring the passage of the 
bill was that it whs not right for the 
State to expect its citizens to obey 
laws which it gave them no opportunity 
to know about. He said if a synopsis 
of the laws was published, the citizens 
of the State would have an opportunity 
to learn about them.

United States Government has given its certifi- 
cate that a vessel is a registered ship of the 
American merchant marine its nationality can- 
not be questioned or submitted to the judgment 
of a foreign tribunal—and he knows no foreign 
Government will ever attempt to question if. The

such vessels; but that is a mere business detail, 
not in the least involving the dangerous issue of 


sovereignty.

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NEW ATTITUDE TOWARD LABOR. 
Daniel Guggenheim of the Smelté? Trust told 
the Industrial Relations Commission that here in 
America we have not begun to legislate enough in 
the interest of the workers; that “it is the state’s 
job to look after its people;” that “it ought to 
tax the fortunes of people when they die to get 
the money for this;” that it is the right of labor 
to organize “because the capitalist, when he gets 
too powerful, {s a pretty arrogant fellow.” 

Henry Ford, one of the largest individual em- 
ployers of labor In the country, told the commis- 
sion that it is justice, not charity, that labor de- 
mands; that men should be aided to help them- 
selves; that market rates for labor generally are 
not sufficient to enable workmen to care for them- 
selves and their families. 

Think of Andrew Carnegie or H. C. Frick mak- 
ing any one of these statements at the time of 
the Homestead strike. 


Think of them being made by Missouri Pacific 


magnates at the time of the Martin Irons strike. 
Think of their being made by the son of Abra- 
ham Lincoin or other Pullman officials at the 
time of the strikes which impelled Mr. Taft and 


other Federal Judges to resort to Government by 


injunction and which sent Eugene Debs to prison 
for six months. — * 
Progress is being made very rapidly. The evo-

‘shop industries largely controlled by foreigners 
jin large cities and to mining industries cursed 
with nonresident ownership is highly significant. 
The producing classes on whose shoulders is 
built the vast edifice of national industry and 
prosperity are about to come into their own. 


There has never been much room for doubt 

that President Wilson would veto the immigra- 
tion bill, with its dishonest literacy test. The 
authoritative announcement made in Washing- 
ton yesterday confirms the general opinion. 
_ This country needs a new immigration law, but 
it needs an honest immigration law. It needs a 
law to keep out undesirable immigrants, not a 
law to penalize hard-working, law-abiding people 
who have never had an opportunity to read and 
write, 

Senator Lodge; in the conference with the Pres- 
ident Wednesday, expressed the opinion that the 
literacy test is the best feasible method for re- 
stricting immigration. Instead of being the best 
test, it is one of the poorest tests. Tens of thou- 
sands of the sturdiest immigrants that ever came 
into the United States were men and women who 
have never had a chance to go to school. The 
literacy test penalizes the immigrant for the 
shortcomings of the Government from which he 
is seeking to escape in order to better his condi- 
tion. 

A greater citizen of Massachusetts than, Sen- 
ator Lodge once presented the ‘true American at- 
titude toward illiterate immigration. When Em- 
erson’s*attention was called to the stream of 
“ignorant Irish immigrants” coming out of Castle 
Garden, he exclaimed: “Yes, look at them! All 
coming to school.’’ Senator. Lodge’s twentieth 
century Knownothingism is the same kind of 
Knownothingism that Ralph Waldo Emerson re- 
buked. 

The earlier Knownothingism was directed 
against the Irish, the latter Knownothingism is 
directed against the Italians and Jews. The lit- 
eracy test in the bill before the President was not 
designed to exclude unfit immigrants. It was 
designed to keep Italians and Russian Jews out 
of the United States. Such legislation has no 
place in the statute of a free people, who long 
ago proved Ly their free school system that edu- 
cational defects are the easiest of all disabilities 
to remove. 
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NEUTRAL INDEED. . ‘ 

Clement A. Griscom of Philadelphia writes to 
Senator Stone to complain that Mr. Bryan’s let- 
ter “conclusively proves” that “almost every 
action that has been taken by the administration 
has been in favor of Germany and against the 
allies.” 

He adds: “The administration of these United 
States has been the cat’s paw of German man- 
ipulation long enough.” 

President Wilson should be well satisfied. 
Since his efforts to maintain neutrality pleases 
no one except true blue Americans, his policy 
must be neutral indeed. 

ST. LOUIS HARBOR IN WINTER. 

Of Great White Ways, our transcendent one is 
the great white turnpike of the levee. Ice cakes 
on which the snow lies thick cover the river from 
bank to bank. Brown Mississippi water shows 
only at narrow interstices. In steady, noiseless, 
unceasing movement, the untinted plane of myri- 
ads of interlaced, overlapping frost forms ts 
pulled slowly downstream—a ribbon, endless, bro- 
caded, broad—that is being wound up on some gi- 
gantic spool far to the southward. 

Knee deep in snow is the blackboard near the 
harbor office. “Four feet above low water mark,” 
is its reading of the river gauge, also hidden by 
snow. Accordingly, more than the usual extent 
of levee declivity stretches down in its soft 
covering on toth the west and east shores to join 
itself with the whiteness of river ice. 
link or two of huge chain cables thrust themselves 
here and there out of the snow. Elsewhere the 
wintry incline of the levee is unbroken except 
for occasional floundering footsteps, left by some 
wanderer, and diagonal pathways shoveled down 
to the entrances of wharfboats. 

The world of shabbiness and dun color known 
t.» those Who do the business of the river in sum- 
mer and autumn activity has become a world all 
of silence and whiteness—a whiteness that de- 
scends to and covers the stream and ascends on 
the other side, that frames distant views upstream 
and downstream, that edges housetops and roofs 
cf freight cars, that is picked out in frost frag- 
ments clinging to the projections of the elevated 
railway and other structures, and that reappears 
in steam plumes from ferries and smokestacks 
on the farther shore.¢ A thin line of white marked 
the upper outlines of the Eads Bridge fcr some 
days. That has vanished, though the municipal 
bridge’s twin lines of white still shine in the sky. 

But St. Louisans prefer to frequent other Great 
White Ways of far less splendor on moonlit 
nights. They are indifferent even on sunny aft- 
ternoons which dazzle and provide compensations 
for the stains of coal smoke they reveal. 
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A NEW CONVERSATION REQUIREMENT. 

With the opening of the New York to San Fran- 
cisco telephone the minimum charge for a three- 
minute conversation being $20.70, it will be to the 
interest of business men to learn the art of rapid 
and clear speaking. This, of course, will also in- 
volve rapid and clear thinking. 

-The late Phillips Brooks was accustomed to de- 
liver his sermons at the rate of 200 words per 
minute, and he spoke so distinctly that stenog- 
raphers who could write at that rate had no dif- 
ficulty in following him. If business men can learn 
the art of putting through deals and arranging 
rapid-fire business at the Phillips Brooks rate, 
their three-minute telephone talk will mean six 
hundred words, or at the rate of about 3 cents 
a word. The ten-word rate for telegraphing be- 
tween New York and San Francisco being 75 cents, 
it is evident that users of the telephone have it in 
their power to save themselves money by ’phoning, 
if they can do it with great speed and without a 
waste of words.

First news of the plan came in the 
form of a statement from James C. 
McGill, the Indianapolis club presi- 
dent, who announced that the draft 
had been lifted, so far as the asso- 
clation was concerned, 

Seerecy surrounds the details and 
Chivington admitted that the 
move was revolutionary: he. Pesjinsd 
to say what cities, wold Be 4 neluded 
and which of those now in -the.cir- 
cuit would be left out. Whether or 
not an Eastern town would be taken 
in, he would not say. What the rela- 
tions with other Class AA. leagues 
would be, including the International 
and. Pacific Coast circuits, has ‘not 
been determined.

Miss Kern will on Saturday bowl 
as a member of a team of five on 
which are some of the best men 
bowlers in the Nebraska city. On 
Sunday she ‘will bowl in the men’s 
singles tourney, and has also been 
paired with one of the best pin top- 
plers in the State in the men’s dou- 
bles matches. Monday and Tuesday 
she will give exhibitions. 

It is stated that this is the first 
time that a woman bowler has 
actively been in competition against 
men in an open tournament. . Miss 
Kern, in the Omaha newspapers, is 
halled as the world’s woman cham- 
pion and her proposed coming has 
created quite a sensation there. 

This seems to be a come-back 
year for Miss Kern. Not that she 
ever was far away, but after women 
had been barred from in A. me: ©. 
tournament in 1909, thus doing away 
with most of the competitive bow- 
ling, she made bowling a side issue. 


Rolls Perfect Score. 


This year she bowls every day and, 
according to many friends and even 
herself, she is having more success 
now than she has ever in her career. 
Last October she made a score of 
300, thus establishing a record of 
being the first woman in the world 
to make a perfect score. On several 


occasions since then she hes come 
very near that goal, and missed it by 
the closest of margins. 

Miss Kern openly challenges any 
woman in the world to bowl. She 
will compete for any side wager that 
any challenger may wish to stipu- 
late. She stated that she would glad- 
ly roll anyone without the wager 
except only for the great expense 
attached. But she wants a challenger. 

“Most of the good women bowlers 
in the country,’ she said, “are in 
Chicago. St. Louis is a short distance 
away from Chicago, and I do wish 
that someone would accept my chal- 
lergwe to bowl.” 

Miss Ixkern does not complain she is 
S<EKING the title, she claims that she 
already has it—by default. In explana- 
tion, she said: 

“T took the championship for the first 
time in Milwaukee in 1905 bv rollins 
the three high games at the A. B. C. 
tournament at which women were ther 
allowed to bowl. I retained the title 
next vear by winnine at Touisville and 
the following vear here in St, Louis. 
he next vear I Jost it to a 
Hunt of Cincinnati. However, 
Winning it she simply stopped bowling 
challengers, anc althcugh challenged 
time after time, T was never recor- 
nized. After a few vears TIT took the 
title by default and TIT am now recog- 
nized as the woman champion.

NDER a’ shock which would have wrecked the value of the stock of 
any business corporation in the world, baseball, a speculative invest- 
ment at best, is surviving the financial test most remarkably. 


Enduring all sorts of war incur- | 
sions, its earning capacity seriously 
cut down and threatened by an in- 
junction aimed at its organization 
vitals, baseball stock is still holding 
up its head, refusing to be ‘“beared’ 
down. ; 

A remarkable instance of the vital- 
ity of baseball investments is found 
in the recent sale of the New York 
American League club for $450,000. 
This club is admittedly the weakest

team,

to pay out a tremendous sum an- 
nually in rental to the Polo 
Grounds, just to get a place to 
play.
